both together weighing 283 pounds, and 
were fed 20 quarts of skimmed milk daily 
late in November. ‘They gained in 18 days 
39 pounds. Over 8 quarts of milk were re- 
quired for 1 pound in growth. For the 
next 14 days a pound of mixed meals was 
added to the milk, and they gained 63 
pounds, at a cost of 2.2 cents per pound, 
For the next 14 days they had 2 pounds of 
meal and 4 pounds of hay added to the 
milk each day, and they gained 59 pounds. 
at a cost of 3 cents.a pound. For the next 
14 days they had nearly the same feed, and 
guined 71 pounds, at a cost 2.7 cents a 
pound. . During the next 14 days they 
gained 60 pounds onthe same food, with 
some addition of hay at a cost of 3.5 cents. 
Fourteen days later they had gained 63 
pounds, with added meal and hay, at a 
cost per pound of 3.9 cents, The lesson 
taught by these results was that the older 
the meat, the more costly; but through 
the whole, although in winter, there was 
an actual profit, rating the meal at 1.4 
cents a pound, the milk at 4 mills, and the 
hay at $10 per ton. This was a single 
limited experiment, but it. shows the im- 
portance to farmers of knowing at what 
age of animals it is most profitable to feed 
or dispose of them.

Baitorial Correspondence. 


DraR FARMER: The facilities for reach- 
ing Aroostook have been much improved 
by the change from the narrow to the stand- 
ard guage on the line of the New Bruns- 
wick and Canada Railroad. When we last 
visited this section two years ago, we spoke 
highly of the narrow gauge, and we do not 
think any less of it now for certain purposes. 
For short lines or feeders it does well, and 
can be much more cheaply built, but con- 
necting roads forming a great trunk line, 
should have a uniform gauge. Taking the 
cars at Bangor, there is only one change of 
cars to Presque Isle and that at Vanceboro. 
At that point, after taking dinner at the 
well-kept restaurant, we took the first- 
class car marked “Bangor and Aroostook,” 
and came through to Presque Isle, arriving 
a little before nine o’clock in the evening. 
The road is in yery good condition all the 
way to Fort Fairtield; from that point to 
this the road which was first opened to the 
public last December, is yet rough, but is 
being put in good condition as fast as pos- 


frost, and him in the field after the grain. 
We were cordially greeted by both abd 
passed a pleasant half hour. Thirteen 
grade dairy cows are kept here and the milk 
carried to the cheese factory. Mr. Parsons 
likes grade Durham stock and showed us 
five calves of this grade which were about 
as large as ordinary yearlings. He believes 
in keeping them ‘‘booming” until they are 
three years old and then selling them for 
beef. By this method stock raising for 
beef will pay «ven in Aroostook. 

The Maysville cheese factory has done a 
good business this summer, and as they 
have had plenty of rain in this region, the 
season is not yet closed. It commenced 
operations June 5th, with 1,000 pounds of 
milk per day, which was soon increased to 
4,000, and this has been about the average 
About 500 pounds of this milk is re- 
ceived from Presque Isle and the balance 
Something over sixteen 
tons of cheese have been made this season, 
and it has a good reputation in the villages 
of the county where most of it is sold. The 
factory is owned by Johnson and Phair of 
Presque Isle, and operated by W. S. Duff, 
a native of Maysville, who has had ten 
years experience in the business. We made 
a pleasant call on our venerable friend and 
correspondent, Daniel Stickney, Esq., who is 
soon to visit his friends*‘outside,” taking in 
the Centennial at Chesterville, and the State 
We hope he may have a pleasant 
trip and a safe return.

WhenT first visited this 
county twenty-four years ago this present 
month, it required three hard days travel- 
ling from Bangor and four days from the 
western part of the State. Now by taking 
the night Pullman on the Maine Central, 
one can reach here in a day, although it is 
somewhat long. Leaving Augusta say 
at 2-1-2 o’elock A. M., we reach here at 
8.45 P.M. Besides the greater convenience 
to the travelling public, the standard gauge 
will greatly facilitate the removal of sur- 
plus cropa of the Aroostook valley and the 
valley of the St. John.

About the mid- 
dle of June the weather becomes quite 
warm and drouth often sets in. 
deem the most favorable of all times for 
applying mulch, as it will protect against 
the extremes of summer heat and drouth, 
and will not have been applied so soon as 
to prevent the benefits of spring sunshine. 

Concerning material for mulghing prac- 
tice also differs. 

First, ‘Tree leaves, nature’s mulching, 
probably are superior to any other, but 
these are not always attainable. 

Second, Animal manure, with more or 
less of barnyard litter, etc. The application 
of barnyard manures to fruit trees 
ways been more or lessa mooted question. 
Our observation and experience in this cli- 
mate is that it is very injurious, and sooner 
or later will result in the total loss of the 
trees to which it is applied. 

Third, Earth, such as muck, loam, ete. 
This is often an important modifier and use- 
ful over coarse. light litter, to prevent its 
being scattered by the wind. 

Fourth, Vegetable manure in the form of 
half-rotten straw, fresh cut weeds, clover. 
etc. Doubtless the most practical and ap- 
propriate of any material. 

Fifth, Wood chips, sawdust, tan bark, 
If you waut to have your trees infest-. 
ed with borers, etc., use old chips. and you 
won't wait long. Our observation and ex- 
perience is adverse to the use of old chips 
on that account, and because they seem to 
mold and mildew the soil. 
bark, we have no experience, but think 
none of these on decaying; would give such 
congenial fertility as vegetable manures. 

Sixth, Mineral fertilizers, such as lime, 
ashes, etc., not so much as a mulching 
proper, however, as a sort of modifier and 
accompaniment of the foregoing. Lime is 
especially useful in fruitage and for assist- 
ing in giving health, and ripening up each 
summer's growth. Ashes act more like 
animal manures in having a stimulating

Construction of Silos. 

So far as silos constructed last season 
have come under our observation, says the 
Boston Journal of Chemistry, they have not 
withstood well the combined action of 
acetic acid and water and moisture. This 
relates to silos constructed of stone under 
ground, and plastered with hydraulic ce- 
ment. The cement, under the combined 
action of the acid and external water, will 
crumble and fall off, leaving wide areas of 
the wall in a denuded condition. 

In all silos acetic acid is developed to a 
greater or less extent, and this, in the 
form of vapor, comes in contact with the 
lime in the cement, and forms a fixed salt, 
anacetate. When this occurs the wall is 
weakened, and falls as soon as the con- 
tents of the silo are removed. 
known that cemented walls are not im- 
pervious to the inflow of water. Although 
cisterns will hold water, if left empty in 
wet places, water will find its way through 
from without; and numerous silos con- 
structed on the sides of hills where there 
ate springs, were found to have several 
feet of water in them last spring. Consid- 
erable loss resulted from this cause. All 
silos should be constructed with drains, 
and.it is very important that the drains 
should be trapped, so as to prevent a cur- 
rent of air from passing in under the con- 
tents of the silo. 

Asa rule, where silos are constructed 
under ground, it will be better to plank 
them inside of a rough, dry wall. The

likely that there will be years occasional] 
when hay in many parts of Maine will sell 
for $15 in the barn. or $60 for four tons. 


Last year cotton seed sold for $40 per 
ton, or thereabouts, which was an excep- 


tionally high price, $30 being nearer the 
ordinary price. In either case there would 
be a large portion of the proceeds of the 
hay unexpended, and still make very little 
loss in the value of the manure heaps. In 
the particular case considered, not as much 
potash would be returned as would go 
away in the hay, and this deficiency could 
be supplied very cheaply to New England 
farmers by the use of unleached wood 
ashes, or to any farmer by the use of $5 
worth of muriate of potash. Linséed meal 
would answer the same purpose as does 
the cotton seed meal, and so would bran or 
even corn meal, but the two former are 
probably materials in which fertility can 
be purchased at less cost than in any other 
of the various cattle feeds in the market, if 
we consider manurial value alone. What- 
ever can be said of the place that corn meal 
occupies in the production of good butter, 
as a source of fertility it certainly cannot 
take a high comparative rank. Granting it 
to be a necessity for the dairy man it is not 
for the stock raiser, at least not for exclu- 
sive ase with coarse fodder, as many prac- 
tice. And this brings us to the question of 
replacing the nutritive value of the hay, 
which we will consider at another time.

Our Vermont Letter. 


CROPS IN VERMONT.—RISING CANADIAN 
MANUFACTURES.—THE Dairy INTEREST. 


The time has arrived when we may con- 
sider the results of the season’s work upon 
our farms. Inthe northern parts of Ver- 
mont and adjacent Canada, the crops are all 
good. The hay was a full average crop, 
and the pastures have not failed, though 
somewhat stunted by the July drought. 
The soaking rains that came just as we be- 
gan to tremble, revived everything, and 
occasional showers have continued to keep 
the feed green and growing. I can see 
some thirty or more of our lake-side farms 
from my windows, and they all look as 
green usin June. It is a singular fact that. 
in spite of « small snow-fall last winter and 








only a moderate amount of rain sinve, the 


lake has kept full all summer, and is now 
at least three feet higher than I ever knew 
it at this season. I Jay this to the fact that 
what snow did fall Jast winter, went off so 
slowly that as it melted the water nearly 
all went into the ground. There were no 
freshets in the brooks and rivers. Indeed 
the Clyde River, which rises in Island 
Pond, 22 miles southeast from here, and, 
(like the Cobboseee stream, which enters 
the Kennebec at Gardiner.) flows most of 


the way through a chain of ponds, was con- 


siderably higher after the heavy rains of 
the first week in August than it was in the 
spring. The melted snow, being all ab- 
sorbed by the earth, kept the springs full, 


and they have been giving it out all sum- 


mer, thus keeping up the brooks and riv- 


ers, and as a natural consequence keeping 


the lake full. 

Speaking of this lake, I may say that 
under the boom in manufactures established 
in Canada under the *‘National Policy” of 
the present provincial government, which 
has given them the benefit of a protective 
tariff, an effort is being made to establish a 
Canadian Lowell at the outlet of Lake 
Memphremagog. The water power is mag- 
nificent, and already an extensive cotton 
mill and print-works are in process of con- 
struction. There seems no reason to doubt 
that this enterprise, backed both by Cana- 
dian and British capital, will be a success. 
The building up of manufacturing interests 
at the Canadian end of the lake will, it is to 
be hoped, have some effect to stimulate 
similar enterprise here, where we have, on 
the Clyde, a water-power nearly treble that 


of the Cobbossee at Gardiner. Of course 


all this, if realized, will help the agricultu- 
ral interests by giving a home market,—a 
much more necessary thing, to us, with 
nothing but rail connections than to Maine, 
where, from many poiuts at least, water 
transport is available. 

But to return te the crops. While we in 


the north, and also almost equally in the 
Champlain valley, have been blessed with a 
full yield of grass, grain and potatoes, the 


lower Connecticut valley. and thence to the 


sea-coast through southern New Hamp- 
shire and Massachusetts, has suffered from 


the severest drought known there for many 
years. In Maine I see you have had areas 


of rain and of dryness, yet the latter not to 


the ruinous extent mentioned. I think that 


on the whole both Vermont and Maine will 


be the better off for the misfortunes of the 
farmers in lower New England. The pros-

ast year, will bring a price. utter 
is already ‘*‘booming.” Hops (a considera- 
ble crop in this county.) are Bringing the 
best price ever known; and although the 
crop is rather light, will net a good deal of 
money to the growers. This is a sort of an 
extra crop, and while it yoy | pays cost 
ina bad season,a good one is always a 
bonanza, from which debts are paid and 
new buildings erected, or old ones repaired. 
Many of our best farm houses and biggest 
barns have been built with hops, and if 
wn carefully on a moderate scale and 
persisted in through good and bad times 
alike, hops pay very wellin the long run. 
But there have been some sad breakdowns 
in cases where men have run in debt estab- 
lishing extensive hop yards, and have been 
unable to hold on for a good year. In fact 
it is a “gambling crop,” like tobacco, and 
many conscientious men will have nothing 
to do with it.

The number of our farmers who are 
regularly getting fancy prices for their 
butter and cheese has certainly quadrupled 
in the past six years, while the scrub farm- 
ers have been zen out of the business 
entirely, there being absolutely no market 
for the only sort of goods they know how 
to make. scare over Lowa competition, 
that arose three or four years ago, has 
done more in stimulating our dairy- 
men to do their best, than all the preaching 
of the newspapers and the lecturing of ex- 
perts in twenty years. 

When butter went down to 12 cents, ruin 
stood staring the whole dairying interest of 
Vermont in the face. It was a solemnizing 
occasion, I tell you. Men were open to 
conviction then, as they never had been be- 
fore. The delusion about *‘my wife’s but- 
ter” being “‘as good as anybody’s,” was 
rudely broken down. A wagon-load of 
butter brought home, because no buyer 
was to be had-at any price, crushed conceit 
and sent man and wife, both in a very 
humble and teachable spirit, to visit neigh- 
bors who could sell their butter at 25 cents 
where their own was entirely unsalable. 
The ‘lessons thus learned have not been 
forgotten. Third-class butter is almost 
out of the market by the forced cessation 
of its production. There never will be a 
time when all the product will be strictly 
choice, but it is of no use now to offer any 
that is not at least fair to Powe The de- 
mand for anything below t, is supplied 
entirely with ‘oleo.” , i.

In mild climates where 
the soil does not freeze deeply, the fall is a 
safe and suitable time, but inthis State bet- 
ter success is likely to attend spring trans- 
planting. If done here in the fall, it should 
be done early enough for new shoots to be 
emitted before cold weather. They can be 
successfully transplanted in the spring 
later than deciduous trees.

Farm and Garden Notes. 

Cor. N. EB. Farmer: “In 18801, in com- 
mon with most other farmers about here, 
had large quantities of apples to dispose 
of. As soon as the earliest varieties were 
fit for domestic use, the imperfect ones 
were fedto my cow and pig, the feed of 
the pig being mostly apples, from the time 
it was about three months old, until it was 
killed in the following winter; and I never 
raised a better shote. ‘The apples were fed 
raw. I also began to feed to my cow at 
the same time, but not regularly or uni- 
formly until the commencement of winter. 
About the middle of November I began to 
give the cow daily all the apples that she 
would eat, which did not vary much from 
three-fourths to one bushel per day, not 
failing to do so in any instance for one day. 
until the following spring. This resulted 
in the fine health and thrift of the cew, the 
production of excellent milk and butter, 
and a saving of about one-half of the amount 
of hay consumed by the same cow com- 

with the winter previous. I can 
ardly attribute the one-half saving of hay 
entirely to an equal nutrition furnished by 
the apples consumed, 1d wag J to the bet- 
ter digestion and assimilation arising from 
the admixture of the green aad dry food so 
consumed. I have been feeding the same 
cow and another pig with apples in the 
same way with equal success the prerent 
season, the apples in every case being ordi- 
nary cider apples, and always used ina 
whole or raw state, without any mixture 
whatever, in feeding to my cow.” 


Michigan Farmer : Quite a number of re- 
ports have been received from Indiana, IIli- 
nois and Iowa that the chances are yet good 
for a fair crop. Some of our Michi pa- 
pers are talking the same way, but it will 
puzzle farmers to know where they get 
their information from. The fact is old 
corn will be cleaned out before the new 
crop is available, and it is go to be less 
than that of last season—and "t you for- 
get it. Last year’s crop was sup- 
plemented by a large surplus from that of 
1880, and it is easy to judge what the re- 
sult would have been had granaries been as 
bare as they will be this season. It is easy 
to arrive at a conclusion by putting these 
facts together. .

Brain and Hand. 

At the recent opening of the New Eng- 
land Manufacturers and Mechanics’ Insti- 
tute exhibition in Boston, Mr. Edward At- 
kinson delivered a very thoughtful and ap- 
propriate address, in which he considered 
the great benefit which emsues in the ap- 
plication of modern inventions to useful 
productions. It does not consist in the ac- 
cumulation of wealth, but in the general 
relief brought about by these inventions in 
the dally work of life. A large product, 
and therefore more ample consumption, 
are assured from less labor, measured 
either by hours or by effort; dangerous 
and noxious conditions of work are abated 
or alleviated; and it can be clearly fore- 
seen that the time is not far distant—if it is 
net now present—when even a moderate 
degree of intelligence and of effort will as- 
sure a reasonably good subsistence to 
every man and woman in the community, 
who is not disqualified from work by lazi- 
ness, Vice, er inherent disease. These new 
inventions and appliances also increase 
wealth; but so far from its being proved 
that such an increase is of necessity com- 
plimented by increase of poverty, in this 
country at least the very reverse is true. 
Material prosperity, measured in terms of 
wealth or income, is like a pyramid con- 
stantly rising as if lifted from above, as 
well as sustained from beneath; and as the 
apex of the great fortunes steadily ‘rises, 
while such fortunes are relatively few in 
number, they do not burden those who are 
below; but they lift the base higher and 
higher, and make room for increasing num- 
bers who, except for this lifting power of 
capital, could have found no place and 
might have starved; while, on the other 
hand, those who come in at the base, 
which grows broader and broader with 
each year, sustain the fortunes of those 
who are above, without being oppressed by 
them. The prosperity of each and all rests 
upon the basis of certain definite rules for 
the possession of individual property both 
in land and things,—property in posses- 
sion, and property in use. 

If the average daily measure of the an- 
nual product. consumed by each person be 
forty-five cents a day, constituting nine- 
tenths of that day’s product, then the to- 
tal measure of production is fifty cents for 
each man, woman and child. ‘This would 
give ninety cents a day for the value to 
themselves of the work of the adult men 
and women who compose one half the pop- 
ulation, and ten cents over for the mainte- 
nance and increase of capital, counting 
three hundred and sixty-five days to the 
year. Atthis rate the annual product ot 


each adult man and woman is measured at} | 


one dollar a day, or at three hundred and 
sixty-five dollars a year; of which $328.50 
cents is expended for the subsistence, shel- 
ter, and taxes of one adult and’ one child; 
and $36.50 is set aside for the maintenance 
and increase of capital. At these rates, 
our total annual product, if measured in 
money, would be $9,855,000,000, or, in 
round figures $10,000,000,000 worth a year; 
and the portion set aside for the mainte- 
nance and increase of capital, ten per cent., 
or in’round figures $1,000,000,000. A 
large part of this latter measure, more 
than one-half, must be applied to the 
maintenance of existing capital; the rest 
is added to the wealth or to the capital of 
the country. But halfa dollar a day is a 
narrow measure of comfort for the total an- 
nual substance, shelter and taxes of each 
man, woman and child, together with the 
entire margin for the profit of saving. 
What, then, can we do to make the strag- 
gle for life easier? The only answer is: 
Give such instructions as will develop brain 
and hand together, so that the purchasing 
power of each dollar may be increased.

Compuny’s line, is lost. A survivor states 
that the storm struck the vessel, and she 
went into the trough of the sea, refusing 
to obey her helm. She rolled heavily for 
about twenty minutes, when she was struck 
by a heavy sea, and went down with her 
engines working. The Asia was making 
for French river, and had men, horses 
and lumbermen‘’s supplies for shanties. 

The survivor went on to say: “I saw 
three boats loaded. I was in the first. 
About eight were with me at first, but 
more got in until the boat was overloaded 
and turned over twice. Parties were hang- 
ing to my life preseryer, which t dis- 
placed, and I threw it off. I then left the 
boat and swam to the captain's boat, which 
was near by, and asked John McDougall, 
purser, to help mein. He said it was lit- 
tle use, but gave me his hand. When! 
got on board there were eighteen in the 
boat, and by that time there was a larger 
number within and clinging to the boat. 
I had left. I know uothing of the third 
boat. Our boat rolled over, and I remem- 
ber missing McDougall a few minutes af- 
ter. People were hanging on to spars and 
other wreckage.’ Our boat was full of 
water and the sea was constantly breaking 
over us, One of the first to die on the 
boat was the cabin boy. He was dying, 
and being supported by one of the men, 
when & wave washed him overboard. The 
next to go was a boat hand, who jumped. 
1 could see him yee 2 around in the 
water for nearly 100 yards. Our number 
was now reduced to seven, five of whom 
died before reaching the beach. Captain 
Savage died in my arms about midnight, 
on Thursday, Mr. John Little, of Sault St. 
Marie, Mate McDonald and two others, 
names unknown, also died. The boat fin- 
ally stranded near Point au Barrie, about 
daylight Friday, with Miss Morrison and 
myself the only survivors. [ put the bod- 
ies out on the beach and pried the boat off 
with an oar, but did not bale it out.
